ASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—A de- 
mand on all Americans on pen- 
alty of ostraciem to be more 
neutral in regard to the European 
war, to take their stand for America 
first, last and all the time, wae voiced 
by President Wilson today in a speech 
in the celebration of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. The United States, the Presi- 
dent said, was not merely trying to 
keep out of trouble, but was trying 
to preserve the foundations upon 
which peace could be rebuilt. 
“Peace can be rebuilt,” he added, 
“only upon the ancient and accepted 
principles of international law: only 
upon those things which remind na- 
tions of their duties to each other. 
and deeper than that, of their duties 
to mankind and humanity. America 
has a great cause, which is not con- 
fined to the American continent. It 
is the cause of humanity itself.” 
Declaring his faith in the loyalty 
of the great body of naturalized citi- 
zens of foreign birth, the President 
ald he believed the impression was 
too general that a very large number 
of these citizena were without a suf- 
ficient affection for the American 
ideal. “But I am in a hurry to have 
a line-up,” he explained, “and let the 
men who are thinking first of other 
countries stand on one side and those 
who are for America first, last and 
all the time, on the other side.” 
Every political action and every so- 
cial action tn America at this time. 
said Mr. Wilson, should have for tts 
object to challenge the spirit of Amer- 
icanism. 
WILSON’S ADDRESS. 
The Presigent's address follows: 
“There is a very great thrill to be 
had from the memories of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, but the American 
Revolution was a beginning, not a 
consummation; and the duty laid up- 
on us by that beginning is the c ity 
of bringing the things then begun to 
a noble triumph of completion For. 


it seems to me, that the peculiarity of 


patriotism in America is that it is not 
a mere sentiment. It is an active prin- 
ciple of conduct. 

“The American Revolution was the 
birth of a nation; it was the creation 
of a great, free republic, based upon 
traditions of personal liberty, which 
heretofore had been confined to a sin- 
gle little island, but which it was 
purposed should spread to all man- 
kind. And the singular fascination of 
American history is that it has been 
a process of constant recreation. of 
making over again in each generation 
the thing which was conceived at first. 
You know how peculiarly necessary 
that has been in our case, because 
America has not grown by the mere 
multiplication of the original stock. 
It is easy to preserve tradition with 
continuity of blood; it is easy in a 
single family to remember the oricins 
of the race and the purposes of its 
organization, but it te not 80 easy 
when that race is constantly being re- 
newed and augmented from other 
sources, m stocks that did not 
carry or oréginate the same principles. 

“So, from generation to generation. 
etrancers have had to be Itndoctrinated 
with the principles of the American 
family: and the wonder and beauty 
of it all has been that the infection 
has been co generously easy. For the 
principles of liberty are united unn 
the principles of hope. Every indi- 
vidual as well as every nation wishes 
to realize the best things that are in 
him, the best things that can be con- 
ceived out of the materials of which 
hie spirit is constructed. It has hap- 
pened in a way that I think fascinates 
the imagination that we have not 
only been augmented by additions 
from outside, but that we have been 
greatly stimulated by those additions. 

“TAving in the easy prosperity of a 
free people, knowing that the sun 
had always been free to shine upon 
us and prosper our undertakings, we 
did not realize how hard the task of 
liberty le and how rare the privilege 
of liberty is, and men were drawn 
out of every ellmate and out of every 
race because of an Irresistible attrac. 
tion of their spirits to the American 
ideal, They thought of America as 
lifting that great statue in the har- 
bor of New Yark. to light the path- 
Wav of men to the things that they 
desire, and men of all sorte and con- 
ditions toward that licht 
and came to our shores with an eager 
desire to realize # and a hunger for 
it auch as some of us no longer felt:

WEDEN MAY WAR 
ALLY GERMANY. 


Grave Fears that the Carnage May Also 
Engulf Both Greece and Rumania. 


Real Ground for Action is Expected to be the Lust of 
the Scandinavians to Make Profit Out of the Discom- 
fiture of Russia — How the Balkan Heart Throbs are 
Felt in the North Countries. |

THE TIMES, Oct. 11.—The 

area of war in Europe is apt 
to be further widened shortly by the 
entrance of the. Kingdom of Sweden 
into the conflict. Official and au- 
thoritative information received here 
is to the effect that Sweden's pretext 
will be the interference of the British 
fleet with trade between the United 
States and that country. 

The real ground for action, it is as- 
serted, will be the desire of Sweden 
to profit territorially from Russia's 
defeats. If Sweden should throw her 
forces on the side of the central pow- 
ers, it is regarded as altogether un- 
likely that Norway and Denmark will 
be able to keep out of the maelstrom 
which has engulfed most of Europe. 
Norway is traditionally pro-English 


in sentiment and policy and Den- 
mark’s hatred of Germany, because 
of the latter’s seizure and absorption 
of the “lost Danish provinces” has 
not been diminished by time.

ARIS, Oct. 11, 3 p.m.—The French 
War Office this afternoon gave 
out a summary of the events of 

the week ending October 9, which 
reads: 

“During the course of the week 
from October 3 to October 9 our oper- 


ations had for their object the com- 
pletion and the consolidation of the 
results obtained by the successes of 
the preceding week. The Germans 
during this week endeavored on sev- 
eral different occasions by violent 
counter-attacks to make good the 
notable checks to which they have 
been subjected and as a result of 
which the morale of their troops has 
been affected. Everywhere these ef- 
forts resulted in failure. 

“In Artois, in the region of Souchez 
and in the vicinity of Leos, where 
the British troops have made prog- 
ress, the enemy has delivered attacks 
which have been in vain and which 
have caused him very heavy losses. 
The French troops have been able to 
consolidate their positions in front of 
and to the south of Thelus (to the 
north of Arras.) 

“In the Champagne the German ef- 
forts in the vicinity of the Navarin 
farm: at Tahure and at Mesnil, have 
brought about no definite result.

It is known that 
German orders were given which re- 
ted in the bringing in of troope 
from everywhere, even recalling from 
Russia the troops of the guard, which 
was thrown precipitately into the fight- 
ing. It ts furthermore a fact that 
in the infantry branch alone the Ger- 
man prisoners taken in the Artois dis- 
trict and in Champagne belonged to 
ninety-two different regiments. 

“As a matter of fact the precision 
with which the French preparations 
were made, together with the violence 
of the French attack, was sufficient to 
overcome all the measures by 
th Germans. 

“The taking of 25,000 German 
prisoners and the capturing of 246 
pieces of abandoned artillery indicates 
furthermore the extent of the German 
dieorder, and are proof of the su- 
periority in these operations of the 
troops of the allies over the enemy.” 


ATTACKS ON GERMANS 
DESCRIBED BY BRITISH. 


ONDON, Oct. 11, 11:15 p.m— 
The official press bureau tonight 
made public the following com- 

munication from Field Marshal Sir 
John French, British commander-in- 
chief in France: 

“Further information shows that 
the German attack on our front south 
of La Bassee Canal on the 8th was 
made in great strength. The main 
German efforts were directed against 
the chalk pit north of Hill No. 70 
and between Hulluch and the Hohen- 
zollern redoubt. 

“In the chalk pit attack, the enemy 
assembled behind some woods, which 


lie @om 300 to 500 yards off our 
trenches. Between these woods and 
our line the attack was stopped by 
a combined: rifle. machine gun and 
artillery fire, not a man getting within 
forty yards of our trenches. 

“Farther north between Halluch 
and the forest the attack was 
similarly beaten off with a very heavy

TRADE INTERFERENCE. 

While there le no question that the 
British fleet has Interfered with trade 
between the United States and Sweden, 
and this goverment will protest in a 
few dave agaimst Violations of Amert- 
can rights, as a matter of fact there has 
been a six-fold merease in commerce 
with that country. During the last flacal 
year, the Uuneg States sold to Sweden 
products valued at $78,273,818, as 
ag@ainat $14,644,226 during the fiscal 
year preceding the war, the high- 
water mark up to that time.

That participation with Ger- 
many {ts popular with the Swedish 
masses is shown by recent statemests 
emanating from the head of the Radi- 
cal party, urging action and from the 
head of the Socialist party, who ap- 
parently would not object to the coun- 
try entering the conflict. The Con- 
servative party is in power, and is 
maintaining a benevolent neutrality 
toward Germany. Rut it is the belief 
from afivices recewed here that this 
party will be forced to follow the lead 
of the opposition. 

The Swedish legation here is hope- 
ful the trade difficulties between Bwe-, 
den and Great Britain will be settled 
without recourse to war.

IS STILL UNCHECKED. 


Assault by the Bulgarians on Their Neighbors is 
Momentarily Expected—Attack on England's Prime 
Minister Viewed as a Flash in the Pan — The British 


Parliament Meets Today.

ONDON, Oct, 11, 16:20 p. m.— 
While the armies of the central 
empires continue to advance into 


\Servia, nothing has yet been made pub- 


lic to indicate anything in the nature 
of an actual military move by Bul- 
garia against Servia except a report 
that an askault ia momentarily expect- 
ed on the railroad connecting Nish and 
Saloniki. 

Rumania is showing increasing 
alarm on account of the threatened 
military movement by Bulgaria, and 
the central powers in close proximity 
to her frontier, but neither Athens nor 
Bucharest ia exhibiting any readiness 
to depart from a policy of benevolent 
neutrality toward the triple entente 
powers. 

The official reports of the fighting 
along the major fronts were uhusually 


erred today, the only significant point 


in any of these being the report from 
Berlin that Field Marshal Von Hin- 
denburg on the Dvinek front had re- 
pulsed Russian attacks, Which em- 
ingly would indicate that for the first 
time since the German drive through 
Poland began the Austro- Germans are 
making no big offensive at any point 
the whole eastern front. 

Of the fighting in the west the 
French official communication, in fe- 
viewing the recent German counter-at- 
tack on Loos, says the Germans left 
between 7000 and 8000 dead before 
the positions which they tried in vain 
to recapture.

they came to remind us of what we 
had promised ourselves and through 
ourselves had promised mankind. All 
men came to us and said: Where is 
the bread of life with which you 
promised te feed us? And have you 
partaken of it yourselves? 

“For my part, I believe that the 
consta renewal of this people out 
of foreign stocks has been a constant 
source of reminder to this people of 
what the inducement was that was of- 
fered to men who would be of our 
number. Now we have come to & 
time of special stress and test. There 
nevor was a time when we needed 
mofe cleafly to conserve the principles 
of our own pdtriotiem than at the 
present time. The rest of the world 
from which our politics were drawn 
seems for the time in the crucible 
and no man can prédict what will 
come out of that crucible. We stand 
apart whembrolled, conscious of our 
own principles, conscious of what we 
hope and purpose 80 far as out powers 
permit, for the world at large, and it 
is necessary that we Should consoll- 
date the American pfinciple. BEvery 
political action, every social action, 
should have for ite object in America 
at this time to challenge the spirit 
of America: to ask that every man 
and woman who thinks first of Amert- 
en shoula rally to the standards 
of our life.. There have been some 
among us who have not thought first 
of Ameri¢a; who have thought to use 
the might of America tn some matter 
not of America’s originative and they 
have forgotten that the firet duty of 
a nation is to express its principles in 
the action of the family of nations 
and not to seek to aid and abet any 
rival or contrary ideal. 

“Neutrality le a negative word. It 
is a word that does not express what 
America ought to feel. America has 
a heart and that hearts throbs with 
all sorts of intense wympathies, but 
America has echooled its heart to love 
the things that Amerſea believes in, 
and tt ought to devote iteelf only to 
the thinas that America beliéves in, 
and believing that America stands 
apart in its ideals, it ought not to al- 
low itself to be drawn. so far aa its 
heart is concerned. into anybody's 
quarrel, Not because it does not un- 
derstand the quarrel; not because it 
does not In ite head assess the merits 
of controversy, but because America 
has promised the world to stand apart 
and maintain certain principles of ac- 
tion. which are grounded in law and 
justice. We are not trving to keep 
out of trouble: we are trying to pre- 
serve the foundations upon which 
peate can be rebuilt. Peace can be 
rebuilt only upon the ancient and 
accepted principles of international 
law: only upon those things which 
remind nations of their duties to each 
other and deever than that. of their 
duties to mankind and to humanity. 

“Ameri hee a great cause which 
ia not confined to the American con- 
tineent. It is the cause of humanity 
iteelf. I do not mean in anything that 
T aay even to imply a judgement upon 
any nation or upon any policy, for my 
object here this afternoon is not to sit 
in judgment upon anybody but our 
selves, and to challenge you to as- 
sist all of us who are trving to make 
America conscious of nothing so much 
as her own principles and her own 
duty. I looked forward to the neces- 
sity in every political agitation in the 
vears, which are immediately at hand, 
of eallin@® upon every man to declare 
h meelft, where he stands. Is it Ameri- 
ca or te It not? We ought to be 
very „ful about some of the im- 
pressions that we are forming juet 
now. There is a too general impres- 
sion, 1 fear, that very large numders 
of our fellow citizens born in other 
lands have not entertained with 
sufficient Intensity and affection the 
American ideal: but their numbers 
are not large. Those who would seek 
to represent them are verv vocal, but 
they are not very influential. Some 
of the best stuff of America has come 
out of foreign lands, and some of the 
best stuff in America ia in the men 
who are naturalized citisens of the 
Tnited States. I would not be afraid 
upon the test of ‘America first’ to 
take a census of all the foreign-born 
citizens of the United States, for I 
know that the vast majority of them 
came here because they believed in 
America and their belief in America 
has made them better citizens than 
some people who were born in Amert- 
Ca. can savy that they have 
this privilege with a great 
price. 

“They have left their homes: they 
have left their kindred, they have 


broken all the nearest and dearest} ber 


tles of human life in order to come to 
a hew land, take a new rootage. begin 
a new life and 80 by self-sacrifice ex- 
press their confidence in a new princt- 
ple; whereas, it cost us nothing of 
these things. We were born into thie 
privilege; We were rocked and cradled 
in it; we did nothing to create it. and 
it is, therefore, the greater duty on 
our part to do a great deal to enhance 
it and preserve it. Tam not degeived 
as to the balance of opinion among 
the foreign-born citizens of the United 
States, but I am in a hurry to have 
an opportunity to have a line-up and 
let the men who are thinking first of 
other countries stand on one de 
Riblically, it should be the left—and 
all those that arg for America first, 
last and all the time, on the other 
side. 

“Now you can do a great deal in this 
direction. When I was a college offi- 
cer I used to be very much opposed 
to hazing; not because hazing is not 
wholesome, but because sophomores 
are poor judges. I remember a very 
dear friend of mine, a professor of 
ethics on the other side of the water, 
was asked if he thought it was ever 
justifiable to tell a lle. He said yeas, 
he thought it was sometimes justifi- 
able to lie, but,“ he said, it is so diffi- 
cult to fudge the justification that 1 
usually tell the truth.“ I think that 
ought to be the motto of the sopho- 
more. There are freshmen who need 
to be hazed, but the need is to be 
judged by such nice tests that a sopho- 
thore is y old enough to deter- 
mine.

We are not fr 
we are constantly hazed. 
great deal rather be obliged to draw 
pepper up my nose than to observe 
the hostile glance of my neighbors. 
I would a great deal rather be beaten 
than ostracized. I would a great deal 
rather endure any sort of physical 
hardship if I might have the affection 
of my fellowmen. We constantly dis- 
ecipline our fellow-citizens by having 
an apinion about them. That is the 
sort of discipline we ought now to 
administer te everybody who is not 
to the very core of his heart an 
American. Just have an opinion about 
him and let him experience the at- 
mospherie effects of that opinion. And 
I know of no body of persons com- 
parable to a body of ladies for creat- 
ing an atmosphere of opinion. I have 
myself in part yielded to the influences 
of that atmosphere, for it took me a 
long time to observe how I was going 
to vote in New Jersey. 

“So It has seemed to me that my 
privilege this afternoon was not mere- 
ly a privilege of courtesy, but the real 
privilege of reminding you, for I am 
sure I am doing nothing more, of the 
great principles for which we stand as- 
sociated to promote, and I for my part 
rejoice that we belong to a country in 
which the whole business of govern-

Financial Backing from Los 
Angeles for New Line. 


Capitalization of the Company 
is Ten Million Dollars. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE, | 
SAN FRANCISCO, ‘Oct. 11.—With 
the formation in San Francisco today 
of the China Mall Steamship Com- 
pany, China entered into competition 
with Japan for passenger and freight 
trade between this port and the Orient. 

The new company purchased today 
from the Atlantic Transport Com- 
pany of West Virginia, the steamship 
China, formerly operated by the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company in the 
Oriental service and announced her 
first sailing from this port on October 
16. 

The China Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, it was said. has the financial 
backing of prominent Chinese in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Portland, 
Seattle and Tacoma, as well as that 
of the Chinese government and the 
principal Cinese merchants of Hong- 
kong and Canton. It is expected that 
the line will be subsidized by the 
Chinese government. Among those 
prominent in the organization were 
Look Tin Fill, president of the Canton 
Bank of San Francisco, and Woo Wal, 
a San isco merchant. 

The capitalization of the company 
will be $10,000,000, fully paid 
up, and this will be increased as the 
requirements of the business demand, 
according to the attorney who is ar- 
ranging the legal details of the or- 


*| ganization. 


The route of the China, which 
probably will be followed by other 
vessela which soon will be added to 
the fleet, will include Honolulu, 
Nagasaki, Manila and Hongkong as 
ports of call. Returning, the China 
will touch at Shanghai instead of 
Manila. 

Other vessels, it was stated, will be 
added as soon as they can be pur- 
chased.

CONFERENCE; BUSINESS 
MEN WIDE AWAKE. 


Home products week received a 
marked impetus in the direction of 
success yesterday when 100 mer- 
chants and manufacturers met om 
cers and directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce and the Industrial Bur- 
eau in the coronel room to discuss 
plans for displaying and selling Los 
Angeles-made goods during the six 
days beginning November 1. 

“A gale campaign in which all 
should join,” said President Bulla of 
the chamber. “We ask all to help.“ 

During the week, according to the 
Plans decided on, retailers of all 
kinds will be requested to display and 
enceurage the sale of home _ prod- 
ucts, from automobile tires to food- 
stuffs. Already, it was reported, a 
number of the larger uptown stores 
have offered the use their display 
Windows, while many associations of 
retailers have been interested in the 
plang. 

That the manufacturers realize an 
opporttnity has been thrust into their 
hands whereby they may make them- 
selves and their products known 
was shown by the many queries, lev- 
eled at those handling the big selling 
campaign. 

Meferring to the Mayor's proclama- 
tion on the subject, President Bulla 
stated that it should be a municipal 
affair and that it ie hoped to make 
home products’ week a yearly insti- 
tution. 

Surveying the industrial advance- 
ment of the city and metropolitan 
dietrict this vear, Industrial Commis- 
stoner Kinney of the chamber stated 
an opportunity is at hand for the 
manufacturers to show buyers that 
everythine they need is made here, 
and that it is generally superior in 
quality to that which Is shipped in. 

Chairman G. X. Brock of the in- 
dustrial bureau of the chamber also

At Coming Flection, 
1988 OF ROAD 
BONDS IS URGED. 


STAND AGAINST ISSUE TAKEN BY 
MUNICIPAL LEAGUE. 


Plans for Highway Improvement 
Proposed by Supervisors Con- 
demned as Impractical and not for 
Best Interests of Whole County. 
Cost Might Exceed Estimate. 


Condemning as impractical and not 
for the best interests of the whole 
county the plans for road improve- 
ment proposed by the Board of Su- 
pervisors with the $2,850,000 bond 
issue to be voted upon the 26th inst., 
the Executive Committee of the Mu- 
nicipal League yesterday adopted a 
report of its special committee against 
the bond issue, and a resolution set- 
ting forth in detail its reasons for 
opposition. 


Chief among the objections to the 
bond issue raised by the Municipal 
League is the fact that oaly a small 
portion of the proposed expenditure 
is for the commercial benefit of the 
county as a whole or the districts 
through which the roads are to be 
built. Furthermore, the league says, 
the proposed highways wilk cost more 
than the estimate, and  half-bullt 
roads are costly experiments, at best. 

In presenting its report and reso- 
lution, the committee says: 

The Execative Committee ot the 
Municipal League of Los Angeles 
recognizes the importance of good 
roads, and particularly the impor- 
tance of roads opening new districts; 
good roads always increase the value 
of adjoining property and the value 
of property is very greatly influenced 
by the easy access and the number of 
people passing over the adjoining 
streets and roads. 

The committee investigating the 
proposed roads to be financed by the 
proposed bond of $2,856,000 
brought back the following report: 

Your committee Ras examined the 
locations, 1 and cost sheets of 
the proposed roads, and beg to advise 
vou that the surveys and studies of 
these roads are not sufficient to ac- 
curately determine the cost: that 
well-constructed roads will cost more 
than the estimate, and if the moun- 
tain roads are partially built and 
there be not enoueh money to com- 
plete these mountain roads, the whole 


_expenditure will be lost unless there 


be Immediately forthcoming enough 
more money to complete the work, 
that but a small proportions of the 
Proposed expenditure is for the ¢om- 
mercial benefit of either the county 
as a whole or the districts through 
which the roads are to be built, al- 
though fully recognizing that the 
whole of some of the proposed roads 
and part of other roads are of 
Freater or less benefit to the special 
district served and therefore to the 
county as a whole, 

Your committee advises that the 
proposed bond issue should he 4. 
feated, if possible, and that tmmeédi- 
ate steps thereafter be taken to re- 
design a system of roads to be built 
under a somewhat similar bond issue, 
these new proposals to be for roads 
serving as intercommunicetion de- 
tween the different distriets of the 
epunty and for easter access to the 
of Los Anigeles, 

Your eomimttee advises that the 
hbollding of a good road into Ante- 
lope Valley is of great importance, 
but that the building of this road ts 
pledged as & part of the proposed 
State road and should not be dupli- 
cated by the county. 

Your committee advises that the 
burden of debt imposed upon the 
county by any proposed bond fteeue is 
over two-thirds borne bw the citizens 
of Los Angeles, who aleo carry the 
further heavy burden of the special 
obligations of city taxes and assess. 
ments, and that the present time is 
inopportune for the increase of this 
burden for anything excepting abso- 
lute necessities, and that it would be 
very unwise to favor the pose! 
bond tesue of $2,850,000 to be largely 
spent for building scenic mountain 
boulevards,

BROKEN BONES. 
SURGEON RETURNS AFTER 


MONTHS OF STUDY IN 
THE WAR ZONE. 


Dr. T. A. Stoddard, a Santa Parbara 
specialist in bone surgery, was in Los 
Angeles yesterday on the way home 
from two months of profitable study 
in the war zone of Europe. He went 
there to study broken bones and 
found plenty of material for observa- 
tion. 
“T have just been to the ‘land of 
broken bones,“ Dr. Stoddard said ves- 
terday at the Clark. “I had no dif- 
ficulty in finding plenty of subjecte 
for observation. It is a rich field 
for the student, but not many of them 
are there, for various reasons. 

“Tt is extremely difficult to reach 
the hospitals at the front, on account 
of restrictions. I was at a hospital 
sixteen miles from the firing line north 
of Paris. That was as near as I could 
get to the trenches, where the 
slaughter 6. I could hear the roar of 
the guns. 

“The wounded arrived at the hos- 
pital ix hours after they were injured. 
Of course, thev had emergency treat- 
ment at the front before they were 
sent to the great hospital. Ninety 


ts | per cent. of the men who are wounded 


become infected by the bacilli in the 
soll. That greatly incteases the prob- 
lems of the doctors.”

LEADER DIES.

BORN IN LOS ANGELES SEVENTY- 


— — - 


Ge tle Sleep Member of 
One Southern California’s Old- 


Gentle sleep brought to a close yes- 
terday the life of one of Los Angeles’ 
oldest natives, Dionisio de Botiller, 
member of a Spanish family which 
settled in California in the eighteenth 
century. Born in 1842 in an old adobe 
residence at what is now Fourth and 
Main streets, Mr. Botiller became 
identified with the pioneer politics of 


the embryonic city at 21 years of 
age, when he became a member of 
the District Council, and following this 
term of office, was chosen County As- 
sessor and continued as such for 
eight years. 

A charter member of the Chamber 
of Commerce, Mr. Botiller was one of 
the leaders of the city’s early civic 
affairs, and up to the present century, 
as an extensive property-holder, was 
among the active civic spirits of Los 
Angeles. 

The Botiller family residence was 
established in Los Angeles in the early 
part of last century, the family having 
come from Santa Barbara, where Mr. 
Botiller’s grandfather was born. 

Mrs. Francisca de Botiller, the 
widow, is also a native of Los An- 
geles, a member of the old Spanish 
Bernard family. Besides the widow, 
Mr. Bofiller leaves three children, 
Frank and Cella Botiller and Mrs. 
Ida Lindley. 

Death occurred at the Botiller resi- 
dence, No. 1521 West Ninth street. 

Funeral services will be held to- 
morrow morning from the chapel of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe, Eighth and 
Valencia streets, with * at 
Calvary.

AKERS 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
FPEATURBS, 


Local goverhment and local option 

n regulation of liquor selling and all 
—— under supervision of the 
Police Commission, is provided in the 
proposed charter for annexed terri- 
tory. and the borough section adopted 
by the Poard of Freeholders last night 
prescribes for home rule procedure in 
the various boroughs of the ¢ity. San 
Pedro and Wilmington may form bor- 
oughs on à petition of 25 per cent. of 
the voters, while other territory may 
form a borough with the consent of 
the City Counefl. In making the ex- 
ception of San Pedro and Wilmington, 
the Freeholders acted on the promise 
of the city when the harbor district 
wae annexed. 

The charter wil! provide for a bor- 
ough board of three members to he 
named in the same manner as heads 
of city departments, but they ma be 
elected by the borough tf ft votes for 
that plan. One member shall be the 
head of the Board of Public Works 
and exercise the furetions of the City 
Roard of Works. Each bhor- 
ouch is to recebre the same proportion 
of its taxes for Improvement work and 
maintenance of work under it« board 
that the eite arnrenoriates for its 
Roard of Public Warks. 

Provision is made that a borough 
mav tesue bond for herongh improve- 
ments in the same manner that the 
city proper isenes bonds, and the bor- 
ouchs mav special taxes 
in excess of the &1 limit for the city 
proper, if the voters so decide and 
the Counct! apvrroves. 

Considerine the needs of the San 
Fernando district, the Freeholders 
provided that the Council mar desig- 
nate a borouch ae aericultural in na- 
ture. and such boroneh may expend a 
greater proportion of Its funds for road 
work instead, or for police and fire 
protection and garbage collection and 
like work.

With authorizations for extensions 
and betterments of $102,800,000, of 
which, however, $25,000,000 is for in- 
discriminate expenditure in this and 
adjoining States, the steam railroads 
lead all utilities in “pioneering” for 
the public’s good. 

Second place goes to the gas and 
electric companies, with authorizations 
of $80,000,000. They are followed by 
electric railways, $32,500,000; water 
companies, $18,500,000; pipe lines, 
$10,000,000; telephone and telegraph 
companies, $2,500,000, and ware- 
houses, $1,600,000. 

Of the total authorizations, the rec- 
ords of the commission show that to 
the] date, approximately $200,000,000 has 
been expended or is at this moment in 
process of expenditure.

Slayer of Stanford White, 
Here, Eschews Evelyn. 


Says His Worst “Persecutor” 
is not Mr. Jerome. 


Believes Self Victim of an 
Anonymous Enemy. 


Harry K. Thaw and his mother, Mrs. 
William Thaw, of Pittsburgh, arrived 
in Los Angeles yesterday for a week 
in Southern California. They came by 
motor from the north.

Trunks, Left in Storeroom Three Y ears, Yield Puzzle 
Police Have not Solved—Uncle Here {rom Pennsyl- 
vania to Help in Hunt—W as Much - sought Woman

Seen Seven Months Ago? 
LL clews have led to nothing in 
A a hunt, now at its height, for 
some trace of Miss Helen Grove, 
a young heiress of Muddy Creek, Pa.. 
who came to this city three years ago 
and has since not been heard from by 
her relatives or friends. Knowledge 
of the mystery from the cob- 
webs of a storeroom three months ago, 
when the young woman's baggage, un- 
claimed for three years, was opened 
and relatives notified. Yesterday a 
clew that had seemed of most prom- 
ise exploded and the fate of Helen 
Grove is a puzzle as apparently pro- 
found as it was three months ago. 

Miss Grove, who was about 23 years 

old, came to this city in 1912. Upon 
arrival here she checked a trunk and 
suit vase with the Los Angeles Trans- 
fer Company, stating she would send 
for them when she had chosen a per- 
manent residence. As far as detec- 
tives know, that was perhaps the last 
seen of the young woman. 
However, from information received 
at police headquarters yesterday after- 
noon, a Miss Grove rented rooms at 
No. 740 West Seventh street, living 
with a Mrs. Lee. Later, when Mrs. 
Lee left the city, this Miss Grove 
moved to No. 736 West Seventh street. 
According to the landlady, she re- 
mained there until seven months ago. 
If it was not the same young woman 
wanted it means the police will be 
compelled to investigate the dis- 
appearances of two women of the 
same name, as the landlady of the 
West Seventh-street rooming - house 
declared yesterday her erstwhile room- 
er left her suddenly under mysterious 
circumstancs. 

Attention of the police was first at- 
tracted three months ago, when J. W. 
Grove of Muddy Creek, uncle of the 
missing woman, appeared in Los An- 
geles in answer to a request from the 
transfer company that he come and 
care for the unredeemed e, 
which had been opened following its 
three-year sojourn among the cob- 
webs of the storeroom. 

Mr. Grove, highly excited, told how 
his niece had left her Pennsylvania 
home for Los Angeles with $5000 and 
valuable papers in her possession. No 
letter or other message has been re- 
ceived since the day she said good-by. 
As young people sometimes forget to 
write, her relatives had not become 
seriously alarmed until the receipt of 
the notice from the transfer company. 
Detectives Felts and Jones were as- 
signed to the case at the time of 
Mr. Grove'’s arrival. Yesterday they 
found a marriage license they thought 
a live clew. The clerk of the mar- 
riage Ncense bureau found by exam- 
ining the records that no return of 
the license has been filed. The date 


was shortly after Mies Grove arrived 
here. But investigation led to a hap- 
pily-married couple connected in no 
way with Helen Grove, who is sought. 

The description of the missing young 
woman as given by her distraugt uncle 
is that she was a quiet, unassuming 
girl, who seldom permitted atten- 
tions from young men. In her home 
town she was considered wealthy, as 
she had inherited mining claims and 
oll stocks from her father. These 
stocks have been bringing in quarter- 
ly dividends, which have been placed 
to her credit in banks there. An in- 
vestigation disclosed the fact these ac- 
counts have never been drawn against. 

The main thing which caused the 
police department to place so much 
eredence on the theory of foul play 
is the very personality of the missing 
young woman. Her position in life, 
her undoubted wealth, and her train- 
ing, all combat the theory that she 
left the world or buried herself in 
some cranny of it, at her own voll- 
tion. Her uncle believes she has been 
kilied, though there is no direct evi- 
dence to bear out his fears.

MORE SPEED IN 
SCHMIDT CASE. 


Five Jurors are Passed for 
Cause in a Day. 


Four More to Fill Box; may 
be There Tomorrow. 


Anarchism Creeps to Front in 
the Questioning. 


More rapid progress toward secur- 
ing a jury was made yesterday than 
any day since the opening of the trial 
of M. A. Schmidt, charged with the 
murder of Charles A. Haggerty, in 
the destruction of the original Times 
Building. Five jurors were passed for 
cause, thus leaving only four more 
to be secured to fill the jury box. It 
is quite possible this situation will be 
reached by tomorrow evening. 

The men passed for cause yester- 
day are Charles P. Hughes, a retired 
commission merchant of Pasadena: R. 
H. Martin, an orchardist and ranch- 
man of Long Beach; Daniel Bennett, 
a ranchman residing six miles from 
Lancaster; John H. Dean, No. 5438 
Ninth avenue, formerly engaged 
the mercantile business; J. 8. Hill, No. 
1132 East Twenty-seventh street. 

Court adjourned until 10 o' clock to- 
morrow morning, because this is a 
legal holiday. 

Several of the witnesses from the 
East ‘arrived here yesterday. There 
are about a dozen witnesses from out- 
side points now in the city. More are 
expected here this week, and by next 
Monday it is probable the bulk of the 
States witnesses, numbering more 
than 200, will be in Los Angeles.

NATURAL DIVISIONS 
IN POLITICAL PARTIES. 


Candidate for Governor, Points 
Out the Value of Political 
Organizations. 

(Third Article of the Series] 

We might under nonpartisanship 
succeed in selecting a good man and 
have a good government: but, when 
he is gone, what permanent benefit 
have we derived ’—for we must start 
back again with another untried man. 
If the man fails, there is no one to 
punish, there is no opportunity for 
correction. He is down and out. If 
the party fails, it is here today and 
tomorrow, with all its hopes and am- 
bitions, and its fear of punishment. 

It is not possible for us to know the 
qualifications of men in a great State 
nearly 1000 miles long, and as big as 
many of the governments of Europe. 
The changes of life make it necessary 


‘that selection should be made often— 


too often for the people to have an 
opportunity to personally investigate 
the qualifications of any man. 

There is, and always has been since 
the beginning, a strong inclination on 
the part of men to get off in herds. 
The party spirit is identically the 
same spirit that leads one man to be 
a Catholic and another to be a Prot- 
estant, one man to be a Mason and 
the other to be an Odd Fellow: It 
is the spirit which makes every man 
proud and jealous of that which is his, 
because it is his. It is the spirit which 
makes one rad and ashamed for the 
shortcomings of members of his own 
family. It is this same spirit im- 
Planted in ali of us that leads a man 
into the trenches in defense of his 
country—that makes a man born and 
reared in France fight even to death 
against the man born and reared in 
Germany. ‘The spirit of ours for ours. 
There is no use in attempting to as- 
sume that this spirit does not exist, 
or wishing that it did not. All the 
warring nations of Europe are com- 
posed of men. There is equal ability, 
integrity and honor undoubtedly in all 
of them. We might as well hope to 
strip away the nationality of each 
country and assume that they could 
get together and select from all the 
countries the best men and measures 
for the betterment of all, as to assume 
that we can strip from the people of 
California their inclination to herd to- 
gether in parties and select the best 
of all parties to govern. 

As I said, there is no stronger ele- 
ment in humanity than this element, 
which makes us fight and work for 
that which is ours, if only in name. 
This quality was implanted in human- 
ity for a purpose, not by accident. It 
is ours to use In the affairs of our gov- 
ernment. By its use we have built 
and maintained a wonderful govern- 
ment, whose progress is the marvel of 
all ages. Undoubtedly it has been 
abused, wrong and selfish leadership 
in parties has been followed, but we 


Will not find eny activity in humanity 


that is devoid of error or weakness. 
Our great aim should be to draw 
tight the lines of party fealty, to cre- 
ate, encourage and develop party loy- 
alty, party pride, party honor, to make 
use of this dominant feature in our 
psychological existence. 

There are natural divisions in the 
views of men in regard to govern- 
ment. issues may be tempo- 
rary or more or less permanent, and 
on these natural points parties can 
readily divide, and have divided. Mis- 
taken leadership has been immedi- 
ately followed by punishment and loss 
of control by the party in power, with 
the result of betterment on return. 

These lines of difference between 
the parties may be slight at times, at 


— ↄ— — 


other times the breach may be wide, 
the issues well defined. -But if this 
esprit de corps is maintained in each 
party, even though there should be at 
times but a slight difference in the 
issues, it is easier to build up a per- 
fect and efficient government by 
means of this esprit de corps than 
it is without it. 


It is absurd to assume that there 
is less patriotism in a permanent 
Political party than in a temporary 
organization. 

Most of the divisions along party 
lines are psychological. Men of cer- 
tain psychological traits gravitate to- 
ward one party, and those of others 
toward another. Our general beliefs 
on great policies of government serve 
as division lines. And it is idle to 
assume that the voter cannot be as- 
sisted in the deliberations attending 
his vote by a knowledge of the can- 
didate’s beliefs along the general lines 
and policies of government. This 
knowledge might not be „ll sufficient, 
and seldom is, but it is some assistance 
to the voter, and the proposed law 
determines to take it away from him, 
by putting the candidate’s name on the 
ballot in such a way that the voter 
will not know what his political be- 
liefs are, nor be enabled, unless he 
knows the man personally (an obvious 
impracticability,) to assist by his vote 
in promoting and developing the gen- 
eral ideas of government in which he 
believes. 

For example, the Socialist might not 
be uainted with the person of 
Socialistic tendencies whose name is 
on the ballot, yet, if that man’s name 
is marked “Socialist,” the Socialistic 
voter will know to quite an extent 
what this man's ideas of government 
are. The Progressive voter may wish 
to vote for a candidate for office who 
has advocated and been immersed in 
the dogma and doctrine of which he 
approves, and he will find a great 
help in this if he can ascertain when 
he goes to cast his vote which one 
of the many candidates believes as 
he does.

SCIENCE NOTES. 
Among the hospital applications of elec- 
tricity in the European war is reported the 
sterilizing of wounds by zinc. A pad wet 
with zinc sulphide is placed on the wound, 
and, being connectéd to the positive pole 
of a battery, is said to make the surround- 
ing tissues antiseptic by the zinc particles 
forced into them. The method, pronounced 
efficient and speedy wherever available, has 
a considerable disadvantage in its cost. 
The department of territorial manage- 
ment of the Carnegie Institution, according 
to a recent report, has brought out new 
‘points in the study of atmospheric elec- 
tricity, and announces that in the future 
continuous observations by self-registering 
instruments in atmospheric electricity and 
radio-activity are to be made both at the 
laboratory in Washington and at such ob- 
servatories elsewhere as it may be found 
possible to establish, and a general electric 
survey of the globe, implying observations 
at points distributed over the earth’s sur- 
face as in a magnetic survey. 
A savant has professed to compute ap- 
proximately the weight of the earth. He 
makes it out to be abou’ 7,000,000,000,000 
tons. However, weight is a relative term. 
It means the pull of gravitation of one body 
upon another and the heavier a body ig the 
stronger its pull and the greater the weight 
fof the other body. Perhaps the professor 
means that if every pound of the earth's 
bulk could be brought to the earth’s sur- 
face and weighed separately, the aggregate 
would be about 7,000,000,000,000 tons. If 
the @nsth could be weighed pound by pound 
on the surface of the moon it would weigh 
but a fraction of 7,000,000,000,000 tons. At 
the exact center of the earth nothing 
weighs anything and everything weighs 
nothing.

HARMFUL HUMBUGGERY.

HE sea of foreign complications in 
‘which the United States is now floun- 

dering offers several examples of the 
perils of self-humbuggery. * Haiti is a per 
tinent Illustration. 
After a century of misgoverument by the 
natives of the Black Repubijc we are trying 
to help them to genuine self-covernment 
under a stiff American protectorate. We 
have saluted the new island administration, 
which we ourselves established, as a means 


The salute by the naval! forces in Haitian 
waters meant the formal recognition of the 
administration of President D Artingounave. 

In official quarters, with the best of mo- 
tives, the impression is sought to be con- 


with us of their own free will. The simple 
facts are that such government as exists in 
Haiti rests on American bayonets. Weeks 
ago, when Admiral Caperton lauded the 
marines after the massacre in which several 
revolutionary chiefs had exterminated one 
another, the admiral set up the !’'Artin- 
gounave administration as the best that 


martial law under the American navy. 
Following this step the Haitian custom- 
houses were seized by the American ma- 
rines and administered under American 
agency. Admiral Caperton also re.ognized 
such a Haitian congress as could be pieced 
together from the remnants of the Haitian 
legislative assembly that was part of the 
various revolutionary governments. 
It is with a Haitian government of this 
character that the United States is negotiat- 
ing the iron-bound protectorate treaty. In 
the light of all the circumstances it is hum- 
buggery of the most harmfl! kind to pre- 
tend that the Haitian people are seeking our 
overlordship. They ought to have the good 
sense and the patriotism to seek it; but, 
unfortunately, they have not shown these 
desirable qualities in a marked degree. Any 
international tribune reviewing the circum- 
stances would be forced to hold that the 
protectorate was obtained under duress, 
and through the coercion of American mili- 
tary power. 
The protection of American capital legit- 
imately Invested in Haiti, and of other for- 
eign capital, and the opportunity for the 
Black Republic to pay its debts so that 
there may be no ground for European in- 
tervention, are primary incidents in the 
American protectorate. The opportunities. 
which the natives will have to develop the 
resources of their country and to practice 
self-government under the tranquillity which 
the American protectorate will insure, are 
also beneficent incidents. 
All these matters combine to justify the 
coercive action of the United States. Put 
they also make it desirable that there shall 
be no false pretenses back of the protecto- 
rate. The United States rules in Haiti by 
virtue of superior force and in the perform- 
ance of an imperative duty. It may have 
to rule along other parts of the Caribbean 
by the same means and for the same rea-

BUNKER HILL. 


CONFERENCE SCHEDULED FOR 
TOMORROW. 


Chairman Topham of Publig¢ 
Works Committee Favors Latest 
Project and Says He Believes 
Railroads Should Bear Cost of 
Grade Separation. 


Consideration of plans for an open- 
cut through Bunker Hill at First 
street is scheduled for tomorrow when 
Chairman Topham of the Council 
Public Works Committee will meet 
with representatives of property own- 
ers and citizens who are advocating 
the improvement. Mr. Topham has 
just returned from an eastern trip on 
which he has investigated methods of 
separating grades and other im- 
provement work in the principal cities 
of the East, and, in the meantime, the 
Council has done no practical work on 
the open-cut movement. Mr. Topham 
said that his investigation of condi- 
tions in other cities has tended to con- 
firm his opinion that the proposed plan 
for an open-cut through First-street, 
from Hill to Figueroa, with bridges for 


the cross streets, is the best of the 
several plans offered for immediate 
consideration. 

“I believe an open-cut is preferable 
to any tunnel proposition,” said Mr: 
Topham yesterday. The ideal plan, I 
believe, is to cut the whole hill down 
as contemplated in the big project, but 
at present I do not see how this can 
be financed. Therefore, the plan for 
cutting through Firet street seems 
most practical. This improvement 
will give access to and from the great 
and growing territory to the west and 
north and help materially to relieve 
cengestion in that part of the city. 
It will also serve to demonstrate the 
feasibility of the open-cut plan and, 
within a few years, Second street will 
be ready to cut through.” 

Mr. Topham, who Its also chairman 
of the general Viaducts Committee 
which is studying ways and means for 
doing away with the death traps in the 
industrial district, says the experience 
of other cities he has visited recently 
has Jed him to believe that the finan- 
clal burden of separating grades 
should justly fall on the railroad com- 
panies. 

“The rallroads have created these 
conditions that are becoming intoler- 
able, and it is logical for the city to 
insist that the railroads assume the 
burden of relieving them,” said Mr. 
Topham. “There may be differences 
of opinion as to whether the railroad 
tracks should be elevated or depressed 
or viaducts or subways, should be 
built, and the nature of the territory 
should determine which plan is best) 
suited to the needs of all. In Ohio 
there is a law requirin® the railroads 
to bear 65 per cent. of the ‘total cost 
of separating grades and in some 
cities this has worked. satisfactorily. 
In Chicago, the railroads have paid 
the cost of elevating the tracks and 
the city has paid the damages to prop- 
erty, which has been considerable. 
In Kansas City, grade separation has 
been accomplished through a plan

INFORMATION WANTED. 


Defendant in Action Alleging Viola- 
tion of Neutrality Seeks Details. 
Argument Is Postponed.

Last night the Little Theater made 
its third attempt to find its place in 
the local dramatic field. Mr. Egan 
presented Miss Blanche Hall in Snow 
White,” and an audience of com- 
fortable size witnessed the perform- 
ance. 

There is something peculiar about 
Little Theater audiences. They make 
a bright little company of the same 
people, but there are not enough of 
them to mean anything in a business 
wav. Their atmosphere is social and 
artistic, but hardly theatrical. 

For that matter, a play at the Lit- 
tle Theater is likely to be anything 
or a little of everything, and it Is 
likely to be by anybody. Undoubtedly 
the house has a use, but it has not yet 
been able to discover what it is. 


Neither of the previous attempts to 
establish the place of the Little The- 
ater were successful, and the present 
effort will probably meet with the 
same fate unless the plan is broad- 
ened considerably. Perhaps the pub- 
lic would forgive the inconvenience of 


the location and the smal! seating ca- 
pacity of the house if exactly the right 
kind of people made a steady practice 
of presenting exactly the right kind 
of plays. 

Up to date nothing of the sort has 
happened. For instance, the present 
performance is entirely creditable of 
its kind, yet not enough persons care 
for the kind to place it upon a pay- 
ing basis. 

Here we have not a play at all, but 
“a fantasy with music,” according to 
its own description of itself. Like- 
wise we have three or four grown-ups 


and a number of children in the cast. |

Miss Blanche Hall, Mrs. 
Joyce, James Donnelly and James 
Conway are very competent grown- 
ups, and the maids-of-honor and

I am convinced that nothing short 
of a clever little company of exceed- 
ingly versatile people in the hands of 
a management with enough money to 
Sustain the enterprise for some weeks 

nd the wisdom to choose peculiarly 
happy and vivid examples of comedy 
and drama will ever succeed in this 
movement. Getting the actors would 
be easy. Getting the money and the 
right manager would be different 
propositions. 

“Snow White” ts too well known as 
a fairy story to make a synopsis nec- 
essary here. Of course, Miss Hall is a 
Pleasant actress, but there is little in 
the role of Princess Snow White to 
allow her to express ability. The 
role of the queen gives a wider scope 
and full advantage is taken of the 
opportunities by Mrs. Dupont-Joyce, 
an English actress who possesses an 
unusually agreeable voice.

WEAK AT BAT.
